Althou gh Nebraska, the second 
largest beef produ cing state, esti­ 
mates a 50 percent increase in the 
1943 beef ou tpu t, farm au thorities 
have been recently compelled to 
initiate a meat control program 
to stamp ou t the steadily growing 
“black m arket” slau ghtering in 
the state. 
Under the food distribu tion ad­ 
ministration the meat growers of 
Nebraska are licensed in three 
forms. 
1. The farm slau ghter permit, 
registering farmers or ranchers

than 
10,000 
pou nds of meat to either whole­ 
sale or retail merchants over the 
year. 
Lo cal Permits. 
2. The local slau ghter permit, 
which 
is 
accorded 
to packing 
plants and slau ghter hou ses the 
size of the majority of plants in 
Omaha, which will deliver in ex­ 
cess of 300,000 pou nds of meat 
annu ally. 
3. The bu tcher permit, which 
inclu des all slau ghtering in be­ 
tween the first two categories, 
and those varying in capacity and 
type produ ction. 
There are no “q u ota slau gh­ 
terers" listed in this state, bUt 
the q u alification inclu des those 
government-inspected meat plants 
which slau ghter in excess of a 
million pou nds annu ally.

and th e destroy er Hesperus, which also 
was credited with two probables. 
The Dally Ex press naval reporter, W. A 
Crumley , said th at about 50 U-boats had 
been destroy ed In the last two months, 
bring ing the total destroy ed since the 
beg inning of the war to 350.

help by the Un ited States is Russia. 
It has 


uDlimited raw materials within the bord ers of its 
immen se d omain —represen tin g a seven th of the 


earth's surface, rich in metals an d min erals, oil, 
food s, an d virtually every other prod uct useful 
to man . 
At the close of the war the assumption is Rus­ 
sia will begin to repay in kin d . The most accept­ 
able repaymen t of lease-len d help would be in 
raw material. 
No on e kn ows to what exten t the 
en ormous efforts America is makin g will d eplete 
the n atural resources of iron , of other metals, of 
oil, an d of man y other prod ucts. 
But at the close of this war immen se quan ti­ 
ties of the raw materials from which the weapon s 
furn ished by the Un ited States to Russia are mad e 
can be return ed , an d stored . 
More an d more 
thought is bein g d irected , fortun ately, to this pos­ 
sibility. 
In a commen cemen t ad d ress Presid en t 
William O. Hotchkiss of on e of the better kn own 
^ techn ical ed ucation al in stitution s plun ks it d own on 
the lin e. 
“It would be a lon g time before an y other 
n ation or combin ation of n ation s will be able to 
acquire the stren gth to attack us,” he said . 
“As 
a m ean s’of becomin g stron g an d well prepared the 
govern men t should accumulate sufficien t stock piles 
of essen tial war material that will n ot d eteriorate, 
in clud in g min erals, oils, an d rubber, food an d 
clothin g.” 
That proposal hurd les the old stumblin g block 
of World war No. 1, which expressed itself in op­ 
position to the importation of large quan tities of 
European -mad e good s at' the expen se of American 
labor. The huge stock piles of raw materials, paid 
for an d red istributed to private en terprise, for 
man ufacturin g, would leave American in d ustry un ­ 
scathed by an avalan che of foreign mad e good s.
